Students will now 
help evaluate 
their instructors

The Kentucky Board of Edu¬ 
cation recently passed a new 
statewide teacher evaluation 
model for teachers and princi¬ 
pals. 

The Professional Growth 
and Effectiveness System aims 
to help ensure consistency in 
methods of evaluating the 
effectiveness of principals and 
teachers. While the model 
for superintendents is still in 
development, the new teacher 
and principal evaluation takes 
in multiple factors to attempt 
to capture a more full perfor¬ 
mance picture. 

Prior to the PGES, Sheila 
Mitchell, Anderson County 
Schools superintendent, said 
each school district was respon¬ 
sible for forming their own 
evaluation plan. 

Mitchell said Kentucky start¬ 
ed working towards more stan¬ 
dardization in all public schools 
with the passage of “Unbridled 
Learning: College and Career 
Readiness for All” in the 2009 
General Assembly. 

“(The) system is designed 
to help certified staff focus 
on student growth and how 
their teaching and leadership 
impacts student achievement. 
The professional growth plans 
are designed to have staff cre¬ 
ate smart goals and collect evi¬ 
dence to show their impact on 
learning, student growth and 


achievement,” Mitchell said. 
“The new system will allow 
staff to focus on their individ¬ 
ual growth and monitor their 
progress based on their student 
achievement data.” 

Under the new framework, 
teachers will be evaluated in 
five main areas: Planning and 
Preparation, Classroom Envi¬ 
ronment, Instruction, Profes¬ 
sional Responsibilities and Stu¬ 
dent Growth. 

A variety of methods will be 
used to compile teacher perfor¬ 
mance data including teacher 
self-reflection, peer and super¬ 
visor observation and student 
voice survey. 

The Student Growth cat¬ 
egory will be based on KPREP 
assessments to see how much a 
grade improves from one grade 
level to the next and in com¬ 
parison to statewide student 
KPREP performance. 

One of the most unique fea¬ 
tures of the new teacher assess¬ 
ment is student voice, which 
takes in student surveys of 
their teacher’s performance. 

According the Kentucky 
Department of Education, stu¬ 
dent voice is considered in the 
evaluation because research 
compiled showed that student 
survey data has the strongest 
correlation with student per¬ 
formance. 

For principals and assistant 
principals’ evaluations will be 
based on instructional leader¬ 
ship, school climate, human 
resources management, orga¬ 
nization management, commu¬ 
nication, community relations 
and professionalism. 

The ratings will be com¬ 
bined in the described catego¬ 
ries for an overall performance 


deemed as exemplary, accom¬ 
plished, developing or ineffec¬ 
tive. 

The teacher and principal 
PGES model are expected to 
take effect during the 2014-2015 
school year. 

Mitchell said she feels the 
new evaluations will help fos¬ 
ter teacher and administrator 
growth by providing personal¬ 
ized feedback on every portion 


of the evaluation. 

“Anderson County Schools is 
committed to working to ensure 
students perform at high lev¬ 
els,” Mitchell said. “The new 
rigorous standards, assessments 
and evaluation system will help 
us focus on teaching at higher 
levels, monitor our progress and 
see the impact we have on stu¬ 
dent performance and student 
achievement.”

Murder 
suspect will 
appear in 
circuit court

Eric D. Jenkins, who 
was indicted for the 
vehicular murder of 
Marie Garmon, is sched¬ 
uled to appear in Ander¬ 
son County Circuit Court 
for a disposition or trial 
date Tuesday, May 6. 

Jenkins, 42, of 208 
Country Dr., Hustonville, 
is a dump truck driver 
who reportedly was on 
his way to an asphalt 
plant in Tyrone to pick 
up material for paving 
on Bluegrass Parkway 
in September 2012. Jen¬ 
kins’ truck skidded and 
struck Garmon’s mini- 
van head-on and plowed 
it into a rock wall near 
Starhill Way on Ver¬ 
sailles Road. Garmon, 43, 
of Lawrenceburg, died 
several days later at UK 
Medical Center in Lex¬ 
ington. 

In addition to the 
vehicular murder 

charge, Jenkins was also 
indicted for DUI. Accord¬ 
ing to Trooper Hunter 
Martin, Jenkins admit¬ 
ted to him to smoking 
marijuana around mid¬ 
night the night prior to 
the incident. 

Jenkins entered 

a plea of not guilty to 
the charge of vehicular 
murder during arraign¬ 
ment in August 2013. 

If found guilty, a mur¬ 
der charge in Kentucky 
carries sentences rang¬ 
ing from death to life 
in prison with the eligi¬ 
bility of parole after 20 
years. 


Central Baptist Church nears 10,000th pair of donated shoes

Rick Clark, pastor at Central Baptist 
Church in Lawrenceburg, keeps a pair 
of worn sandals made out of tire in 
a display case in his office to remind 
him of the simple comforts that others 
may not possess. 

Clark received the sandals in 1989 
on a mission to trip to 
Africa. His translator 
wore the tire sandals 
and he asked him 
about it. The trans¬ 
lator explained that 
shoes are a hard to 
come by commod¬ 
ity in Africa, and 
they’re usually made 
of whatever materi¬ 
als are available. Clark switched shoes 
with his translator to ensure he had 
a pair of well-crafted shoes to protect 
his feet from the elements. 

Years later, Clark saw an article in 
“Baptist Women’s Mission Magazine” 


about the Soles4Souls shoe drive to 
benefit impoverished people all over 
the world and knew he had to start a 
local donation drive at his church. 

It started off as just something 
to try to see how many shoes they 
could raise, but as word got around 
and other churches and individuals 
got involved it blew up. Central Bap¬ 
tist Church is now 
in their fifth year of 
their annual Soles- 
4Souls shoe drive and 
needs about 1,700 
more shoes to meet 
their goal of a total of 
10,000 donated shoes. 

“We’ve become 
known as the shoe 
church,” Clark said. 
“I think that’s an honor. They know 
we are giving shoes to people who can 
get the most use out of it.” 

At this time of year, Clark said it’s

Buddha of Bourbon 


Jimmy Russell celebrates 60 years with Wild Turkey

Like bourbon, Jimmy Rus¬ 
sell stopped aging as soon as 
he was bottled. Russell, now 
79, reached the shelf at Wild 
Turkey 60 years ago and the 
lifelong Anderson County res¬ 
ident’s reputation as the “Mas¬ 
ter Distiller’s Master Distiller” 
continues to grow 

Russell is a rock star. On 
any given day, he signs count¬ 
less autographs, says hello to 
throngs of fans who call him 
“Jimmy” and has his photo 
made a million times. 

Doesn’t seem to faze the 
energetic Russell, who’s living 
Mark Twain’s assertion that 
the secret to success is making 
one’s vocation a vacation. 

“When it becomes a job, I’ll 
know it’s time to quit,” said 
Russell. “It’s in good hands. 
My son is doing a great job 
already.” 

Russell’s son is Eddie Rus¬ 
sell, associate distiller at Wild 
Turkey and a Kentucky Bour¬ 
bon Hall of Fame inductee. 

Jimmy Russell was induct¬ 
ed into the Hall of Fame with 
the inaugural class in 2001. 
Last year, he joined the Whis¬ 
ky Magazine Hall of Fame, a 
global tribute. 

On Sept. 10, Russell will 
hit a milestone like no other. 
He’ll celebrate 60 years in the 
bourbon industry all of which 
have been spent at Wild Tur¬ 
key. 

Russell is the longest-serv¬ 
ing, active master distiller of a 
major whiskey brand in all of 
North America. Hence, Wild 
Turkey is declaring 2014 “The 
Year of Jimmy Russell.” 

But on a recent afternoon, 
just days away from the grand 
opening of Wild Turkey’s new 
state of the art visitor center, 
Russell is all about Wild Tur¬ 
key, not Jimmy Russell. 

“The Kentucky Bourbon 
Trail has been going on for a 
long time and we were get¬ 
ting so many visitors, we 
couldn’t handle them,” said 


Russell, beaming in spite of 
the long day’s worth of meet 
and greets. “What this means 
to me is what it’s doing for 
this county. It means that in 
Lawrenceburg and Anderson

County, people are staying in 
our hotel and eating in our 
restaurants. It’s meant a lot 
for this community. People 
are coming from all over the 
world.” 

Russell’s focus on Wild Tur¬ 
key and Kentucky’s bourbon 
and tourism industry comes 
as no surprise to his col¬ 
leagues, including competitor 
and neighbor Jim Rutledge, 
master distiller at Four Roses 
just a few miles away. 

“Wild Turkey’s master 
distiller, Jimmy Russell, is a 
friend, a true Kentuckian, 
one who always remembers 
where he came from and con¬ 
stantly mentions with pride 
his hometown of Lawrence¬ 
burg, as well as the state of 
Kentucky,” said Rutledge. “He 
has been honored with many 
awards and distinctions over 
his past 60 years in the bour¬ 
bon business but it hasn’t 
seemed to change him one bit. 
He likes to be called ‘Jimmy’ 
and is called such by his bour¬ 
bon friends of all ages, both 
here and around the world. 
He is the quintessential brand 
ambassador for both Wild 
Turkey and Kentucky Bour¬ 
bon in general.” 

The fan base of Kentucky 
bourbon has been growing at 
a rapid pace in recent years. 
Wild Turkey, for one, has pros¬ 
pered by the increasing inter¬ 
national recognition. 

Wild Turkey’s Italian

owner, Campari America, 
has invested more than $100 
million in the distillery and 
capacity has doubled in recent 
years. 

To Russell, that prosperity 
means wealth and happiness 
for more people, whether it’s 
by way of work or play. 

“Bourbon, especially Wild 
Turkey, is growing so fast,” said 
Russell. “Most of are employ¬ 
ees are from here. We’re up 
to third and fourth genera¬ 


tion families. And we’re get¬ 
ting families on vacation here 
and we’re run over with visi¬ 
tors when Keeneland is going 
on and the (Kentucky) Derby. 
You’d be surprised at how 
many visitors repeat. They 
go back and tell people. We 
have so many that come that 
say they were told by other 
people.” 

As the market has grown, 
so has the Wild Turkey line¬ 
up. Golden Honey, a bourbon 


introduced by Wild Turkey in 
1978, continues to thrive. But 
last week, a newborn arrived. 

Eddie Russell created Dia¬ 
mond Anniversary in honor 
of his father. Guests at the 
grand opening of the visi¬ 
tor center got the first taste 
with a toast and word rippled 
through the crowd that it was 
a marvelous pour. 

“We’re always experiment¬ 
ing with tastes,” said Jimmy 
Russell. “The new markets are 
younger people and the ladies. 
Women even have their own 
bourbon association.” 

Nonetheless, Russell 
remains a staunch advocate 
of responsible drinking. 

“We’re dead set against 
drinking and driving,” said 
Russell. “And no underage 
drinking!” 

Another program near 
and dear to his heart is the 
Boot Campaign, Wild Turkey’s 
national charity partner. The 
Boot Campaign - www.boot- 
campaign.com - is a program 
designed to show appreciation 
for U.S. troops, raise aware¬ 
ness of challenges they face 
when they return home and 
support for the transition. Spe¬ 
cialty tours of the distillery 
are given for $5 and $10 with 
$1 of each admission going to 
the Boot Campaign. 

It’s drawn national atten¬ 
tion and is supported by 
numerous celebrities, celebri¬ 
ties like Jimmy Russell. 

“Jimmy has been an ambas¬ 
sador and icon in the bour¬ 
bon industry for decades,” said 
Rutledge. “His energy, enthu¬ 
siasm, passion and personal¬ 
ity have helped generate an 
awareness of the assets and 
qualities of Kentucky Bour¬ 
bon globally. In recent years, 
people around the world 
have begun to realize there’s 
another great whisky in the 
world, other than Scotch, and 
it’s Kentucky Bourbon. The 
entire industry owes Jimmy 
a great deal of respect and 
gratitude for everything he 
has done for us all.”

Other distilleries are planning visitor center expansions 


The Kentucky Tour¬ 
ism Development Fi¬ 
nance Authority has 
approved incentives 
for a bourbon distillery 
visitor center expansion 
project at Buffalo Trace 
Distillery in Frankfort. 

Buffalo Trace will add 
6,000 square feet to its 
existing visitor facilities, 
including more meet¬ 
ing and event space, 


expanded tasting area 
and enlarged gift shop 
at a projected cost of $2.2 
million. 

The application met 
requirements neces¬ 
sary for incentives. 
This includes meeting a 
minimum expenditure 
requirement, being open 
more than 100 days a 
year, attracting at least 25 
percent of visitors from 


outside the state by its 
fourth year of operation 
and having a positive net 
economic impact on the 
state’s economy. 

The project is eligible 
for up to $550,000 in 
incentives in the form of 
a rebate based on sales 
tax generated by the 
tourism attraction over a 
10-year period. 

Maker’s Mark Distill¬ 


ery in Loretto got pre¬ 
liminary approval for 
expansion and renova¬ 
tion of its visitor center. 
This means that studies 
will be conducted to see 
if the application meets 
requirements for incen¬ 
tives.

Legislative session mostly successful, few issues missed

The 2014 General Assembly 
session has ended and, overall, 
we believe our legislators did 
a good job for the people of 
this state during their time in 
Frankfort. 

One lawmaker, state Rep. 
Jim DeCesare, R-Ky., gave 
their performance an “A”. We 
would agree with DeCesare’s 
assessment. 

This year’s legislature was 
different from past sessions 
when infighting and partisan 
games came before the peo¬ 
ple’s business. Perhaps part of 
the reason for the smoother 
session is because this is an 
election year. 

Regardless of the reason, 
legislators accomplished some 
of the most important tasks 


they faced this session. 

They approved a 2-year, $20 
billion General Fund budget 
and the road plan, both of 
which will be very beneficial 
to surrounding areas and our 
state. 

Support Education Excel¬ 
lence in Kentucky will 
increase in fiscal year 2015 
from $3,827 per student to 
$3,911 then jump to $3,981 in 
fiscal year 2016. 

Salary increases for pub¬ 
lic education employees also 
were approved - 1 percent 
the first year and 2 percent 
the second year. The budget 
contains $189 million in new 
money for public education. 

The road plan, which has 
yet to be signed by Gov. Steve 
Beshear, is a big deal. 


There are projects that are 
desperately needed, which is 
all the more reason we urge 
Beshear to approve this plan. 

While we commend legis¬ 
lators on 95 percent of their 
work, it was a shame to see a 
1.5 percent cut to higher edu¬ 
cation. Universities were fac¬ 
ing a 2.5 percent cut so we 
believe legislators did their 
best to keep the cuts shallow 
It was disappointing to see 
DeCesare’s right-to-work legis¬ 
lation killed in a union-friend¬ 
ly House committee. 

As we have said before, 
right-to-work will become a 
reality in this state, especially 
if the Republicans take over 
the house in November, which 
some political strategists have 
said is quite possible. 


The fact that House Speak¬ 
er Greg Stumbo, D-Prestons- 
burg, has repeatedly prevent¬ 
ed this measure from getting 
out of committee for a vote is 
a disservice to the citizens of 
this state. 

It also was a shame that the 
issue of charter schools wasn’t 
advanced in the House. Char¬ 
ter schools are a no-brainer 
but, because House Democrats 
are so beholden to the teach¬ 
ers’ union, mainly in Jefferson 
County, they won’t let this leg¬ 
islation go anywhere. 

One could infer they would 
rather have kids in failing 
schools, as many are in Jeffer¬ 
son County and elsewhere in 
the state, to please the teach¬ 
ers’ union. 

Parents should have the 


option of taking their kids 
out of failing schools and put¬ 
ting them in charter schools, 
which have proven time and 
time again to work. 

Finally, as we have stated 
before, Beshear needs to give 
up on his gambling push. He 
has pushed this issue for 7 
years now and it is obvious his 
proposal will never clear the 
legislature. 

We advise Beshear, who 
will be in his last year of 
office next year, to move on 
to important legislation that 
actually has a chance of pass¬ 
ing the legislature. 

Overall, we are proud of 
our legislature and once again 
commend them for working 
across the aisle and getting the 
people’s work accomplished.

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Trees, glorious trees 


Bloomers and fruit producers 
enhance properties immensely 


You know I’m a warm 
weather girl but I’ve got 
to say that little bit of 
snow here on the farm 
last week was just flat 
gorgeous! Brilliant white 
blanketed by emer¬ 
ald green made the 
landscape almost glim¬ 
mer. Add the beauty of 
those blooming pink 
redbud trees with thick 
white snowflakes cover¬ 
ing them and it was a site 
to behold. 

As I drove into town 
it was obvious that those 
of us on the ridge got 
quite a bit more snow 
than the rest of you. I’m 
sorry you missed it. 

Trees give the land¬ 
scape a beautiful extra 
dimension. You can think 
of them as eye candy 
but they do so much 
more for our environ¬ 
ment. Not only do they 
scrub our air, they fertil¬ 
ize our ground, provide 
homes for wildlife and 
shade our homes so that 
maybe we run the air 
conditioner a little less. 
Lord knows we’ve had 
enough of those high 
utility bills this winter! 

Adding trees to our 
lawns takes a little love 
and tenderness, and a 
little labor. You can add 
trees that do all of the 
above but you can also 
add trees that will feed 
you. You see them in 
every outdoor and big 
box store now with tags 
sporting large pictures of 
fruit hanging from their 
limbs. Tis the season! 

There are some things 
to consider before you 
go to the expense and 
work of adding them to

your lawn. 

My first 
thought is if

birds going to be to the 
car. The eventual size of 
the tree is also a factor. 
What they can provide is 
another. You really need 
to research whatever 
tree you are considering. 

Apples are spring 
bloomers that produce 
best after their tenth 
year and least after 30 
years. The rootstock 
determines the relative 
size of the tree but in 
my book dwarf or semi¬ 
dwarf or the only way to 
go, unless you really like 
moving ladders around. 

Some fruit trees pro¬ 
duce longer than others 
so here’s a brief list when 
shopping with your 
stomach in mind. Stan¬ 
dard apple and pear trees 
produce for 20-40 years 
and the dwarfs produce 
for 15-25 years. Same 
with the peach, plum 
and pear trees. Cherry 
trees produce for up to 
30 years and figs up to 
40. 

Stores generally sell 
fruit trees that are one 
to 2 years old. Year 6 is 
an average to look for 
meaningful fruit pro¬ 
duction. The tree’s abil¬ 
ity to produce at the 
proper age depends on 
its growth rate. Over or 
under fertilizing will 


delay fruit production so 
take care when doing so. 

If you don’t want to 
fill your own grocery 
cart, there are other 
trees to consider plant¬ 
ing. Maple, oak and ever¬ 
green trees live to be 
100 years old and more. 
Tulip magnolias are 
a showpiece addition. 
They might not bloom 
for the first decade or 
more but they can live 
up to 300 years! 

Bottom line is to 
research mature size, 
care and maintenance, 
blooming and produc¬ 
tion season and longevity. 
Beware ads that promote 
super-fast growth. They 
are the ones that tend 
to break first in the big 
storms we have. 

Trees add value, either 
to the home or hearth, so 
they are a good invest¬ 
ment. Just remember 
to dig the hole twice as 
big around as the root 
ball and leave the “knot” 
above the soil. Do not 
pile mulch up to the 
trunk. Just cover the top 
soil and leave a little ring 
of bare dirt around the 
trunk. 

Now, just imagine a 
stand of full blooming 
trees decorating your 
bright green lawn under 
the shining sun. All you 
need now is the lawn 
chair! The birds will be 
singing and if you’re 
lucky, the neighbor’s 
lawn mower will be in 
the garage.

EMS works on Severe 
Weather Warning Project

Budget requests, monthly bill pay¬ 
ments and department head reports 
were the primary topics of discussion 
at the Anderson County Fiscal Court 
meeting Tuesday. 

Department heads submitted the 
monthly reports. 

•Joani Clark, jailer presented her 
monthly report citing that there were 
77 people arrested in March with 137 
total charges. In comparison, February 
there were 91 arrested with 146 total 
charges. Currently, Clark said there 
are 61 people in custody at the Shelby 
County Detention center. 

•Billy Powell Catlett, Anderson 
County Road Department supervi¬ 
sor, outlined the last month’s proj¬ 
ects, which included fixing potholes 
on Tracey, Deer Run, Benson, Chico, 
Griffin, Northwood Loop and several 
road signs. 

•Bart Powell, director of disaster 
and emergency management ser¬ 
vices, attended a trauma meeting at 
Frankfort Regional Medical Center, 
Powell taught a large animal rescue 
at Eastern Kentucky University and 
worked with attorneys, county sur¬ 
veyor, Department of Homeland Secu¬ 
rity and the South Anderson Water 


District for the Tornado Siren Project. 
He said they should have one of the 
two new siren locations locked down 
within the week. 

Powell said they’ve had sirens since 
2004, but they’ve added four new ones 
in last few years. 

Powell said the outdoor sirens are 
designed to alert people outside of 
severe weather. The sirens he said are 
primarily located near parks for this 
reason. Powell said the sirens are part 
of the ongoing Severe Weather Warn¬ 
ing Project to better prepare the peo¬ 
ple of Anderson County in the event 
of inclement weather. 

In other news, the fiscal court 
unanimously approved the 2014 con¬ 
tract for the annual Fourth of July 
fireworks display. The fiscal court 
agreed to pay WOW Fireworks Prod¬ 
ucts LLC the amount of $5,500 on or 
before July 2. 

The monthly bill list was unani¬ 
mously approved. Budget requests 
were submitted by the Anderson 
Adult Day Program for the amount 
of $4,500 and the Anderson County 
Senior Citizens for $33,500 for the 2014- 
2015 fiscal year. 

The budget requests and other bud¬ 
getary considerations will be discussed 
at a future special called meeting.

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Selfie and Self: What do these say about human nature? 


The title caught my 
eye: “White House May 
Prohibit Selfies with 
Obama.” The article, 
posted on huffingont- 
post.com, referenced a 
selfie taken by David 
Ortiz of the Boston 
Red Sox with President 
Obama. 

Posted on Twitter, 
it was retweeted over 
45,000 times and gar¬ 
nered over 48,000 favor¬ 
ites. Unbeknownst to the 
Whitehouse, it turned 
out to be a PR stunt by 
Samsung, the phone 
Ortiz used. 

Dan Pfeiffer, one of 
Obama’s top advisers is 
quoted as saying “Some¬ 
one who uses the Presi¬ 
dent’s likeness to pro¬ 
mote a product... that’s 
a problem... maybe this 


will be the 
end of all 
selfies.” 

The fact 
this was 
considered 
newswor¬ 
thy caused 
me to 
think; how 
does this 
reflect our 
culture? 

The phenomenon of 
the selfie is a commen¬ 
tary on human nature. It 
is so ingrained in popular 
culture that it has even 
become the subject of 
psychological analysis. 

Dr. Pamela Rutledge 
is director of the Media 
Psychology Research 
Center, which studies 
the impact of technol¬ 
ogy on individuals and 


society. In a blog post on 
Psychology Today enti¬ 
tled “Selfie Use: Abuse 
or Balance,” Dr. Rutledge 
affirms the use of the 
selfie while also observ¬ 
ing that it has “become a 
sort of cultural marker. 

Taking a selfie is easy. 
They are immediate. We 
are in control because we 
can delete any image we 
want. We can be cava¬ 
lier with images in a way 
we never could when we 
had to pay for film to be 
developed.” 

That is a very telling 
statement. Consider the 
descriptors - easy, imme¬ 
diate, and cavalier - all 
of which describe a prac¬ 
tice that can, if not done 
with discretion, have 
drastic consequences. 
Just consider the use 


of the selfie in sexting; 
an escalating problem 
among many of our 
young people. 

Dr. Rutledge goes on 
to point out in her article 
that “humans are hard¬ 
wired to pay attention 
to looks and continually 
make both upward and 
downward comparisons. 
Social comparison is not 
a moral failing or an 
indication of misplaced 
values. It is normal 
behavior.” 

While she is writing 
from a secular, purely 
naturalistic point of 
view, she does make a 
good point. Part of being 
human is caring about 
our appearance. I would 
event assert is a God- 
given trait. And she does 
appeal for a balance in 


the use of selfies, espe¬ 
cially among our young 
people. But what is miss¬ 
ing from her argument 
is the notion of misuse of 
this medium. 

I have taken many 
a selfie with my wife 
while on a date or with 
my children while at 
play. They can be a fun 
way to bond and share 
experiences with one 
another. The problem 
comes, as does with any 
technological perk, with 
its abuse. 

While the selfie might 
not be inherently sinful, 
the human ego certainly 
is; and it affects all of us. 
What would a perusal of 
your iPhone photo app 
reveal about you? How 
many selfies are on your 
Facebook account?

not uncommon to see 
people come to church 
on Sunday with a shoe- 
box toted under their 
arm or even a trash bag 
full of shoes to donate. 

Clark said he enjoys 
reading the stories on 
the Soles4Souls blog to 
learn how the shoes are 
impacting people’s lives. 
One particular story 
Clark said there was 
family who had two chil¬ 
dren and only one pair 
of shoes they received 
from Soles4Souls. One 
child would go to school 
in the morning and the 


other in the afternoon. 
The two siblings would 
meet and trade off the 
pair of shoes so the other 
sibling could have shoes 
while in school. 

“It’s a very sad situa¬ 
tion,” Clark said. 

Central Baptist has 
up to 18 volunteers who 
help every week during 
their annual spring shoe 
drive. 

The team has been 
doing it for so long that 
they have an effective 
assembly line where 
they meticulously dump 
the shoes on a table, sort 
them by matching pairs, 
rubber band the shoes 
together and place them 
in a large box. 

“It’s good feeling,” said 
Richard Beard of par¬ 


ticipating in Soles4Souls. 
“It’s amazing a pair of 
shoes can be that ben¬ 
eficial.” 

Beard said they get 
all sorts of shoes work 
boots, sandals and even 
on one occasion a $73 
pair of shoes that still 
had the receipt in the 
box. 

Once all the shoes are 
collected, Beard, who is 
a truck driver, delivers 
the shoes to Goodletts- 
ville, Tenn. where they 
are packaged and pre¬ 
pared for delivery.

The Lady Bearcats 
returned virtually the 
entire cast from a team 
that went 26-12 and 
pushed Oldham County 
to the limit in Eighth 
Region semi-final round 
in 2013. That 4-2 deci¬ 
sion was the only time 
Oldham, a team that 
won two games at last 
year’s state tournament, 
was even threatened in 
its march to the Eighth 
Region championship. 

Because of those 
very basic facts, it was 
a no-brainer to say that 
Anderson County could 
be heard from in a big 
way this year.

Bearcats appear to be 
determined to make the 
statement that they are 
the Eighth Region’s best 
team. It remains to be 
seen if they really are 
THAT good. 

After defeating Lou¬ 
isville Butler for the 
second time this year 
Saturday, Anderson had 
won 15 of 19 games. The 
Lady Bearcats had taken 
11 of their last 12 con¬ 
tests and had outscored 
the opponents, 24-0, 
in three 30th District 
games. 

And the Lady 
Bearcats have done it 
with a new coach. Brent 
Aldridge had been 
around the program for 
several years as an assis¬ 
tant coach and when 
former coach Brian 
Glass was forced to give 
up his job as varsity 
coach when his brother 
was named high school 
principal, Aldridge 
stepped in and has done 
a remarkable job. 

Technically, Aldridge 
and Shawn Black, anoth¬ 
er long-time assistant, 
were named co-head 
coaches by the school 
but Black has deferred 
the top spot to Aldridge. 
The half-season results 
are shouting a resound¬ 
ing, “Whoooooooaaa!” 

Folks, this Anderson 
team is already very 
good. If a few things 
come together over the 
final month of the sea¬ 
son, the Lady Bearcats 
could move on to the 
realm of the excellent or 
great.

If determination was part of the gym¬ 
nastics rotation, Briana Charles might 
ring up a 20.0. 

On a 10-point scoring scale. 

The Christian Academy of Lawrence¬ 
burg freshman decided nothing was 
going to stop her from competing at the 
state gymnastics meet last month. She 
was rewarded with a state championship 
in the vault in the training level 6 com¬ 
petition. 

That’s big, really big. But the champi¬ 
onship medal pales in comparison to the 
deep fire that burned in Charles’ heart in 
the days leading up to the competition at 
Nelson County High School on March 16.

Sweep all-state honors with 
Courier-Journa selection

Anderson County High School girls’ 
basketball players Eriel McKee and 
Makenzie Cann have been named to the 
Kentucky All-Star team that will play 
Indiana in a two-game series this summer. 

The Kentucky roster was announced 
last Thursday. Cann and McKee joined 10 
other players from around the state on 
the team. They are the first girls from 
Anderson County to be named to the Ken¬ 
tucky All-Stars since the girls’ game began 
in 1976. 

The boys’ part of the all-star series 
began in 1940 and is considered the 
longest-running border rivalry in high 
school basketball. Six boys from Anderson 
County and one from Lawrenceburg High 
have been selected to play in the game 
over the years. The most recent was C.J. 
Penny in 2009. 

The Anderson duo played against six 
of their Kentucky teammates during the 
recently completed season. Jennifer Par¬ 
sons, of Corbin, will coach the team. 

While the girls’ series has not enjoyed 
the luster of the boys’ games, it is the far 
more balanced rivalry. 

The games will be played on June 13 
at Transylvania University’s Beck Center 
and the following night at Bankers Life 
Fieldhouse in Indianapolis. 

“Of course it’s special it’s an honor to 
represent Anderson County, especially, for 
both of us,” Cann said in a message from 
her Facebook account. “They’ve given

us so much and it’s a honor to represent 
them.” 

In recent years, stars such as A’dia 
Mathies and Antonita Slaughter appeared 
in the Kentucky lineup while the Indiana 
stars have boasted talents such as Bria 
Goss, now at the University of Kentucky, 
and Skylar Diggins, who led Notre Dame 
to a pair of NCAA championship game 
appearances. 

“I wanted to play in it for sure,” Cann 
said. “It’s a big honor. I’m blessed to be 
selected and come after some of those 
great players.” 

An attempt to reach McKee on Easter 
Sunday was not successful.

Bearcat road to state final could be 


tougher under proposed aligment

It is never an easy path to get to a state champi¬ 
onship game, but Anderson County football might 
have it even tougher if a proposed realignment is 
adopted. 

The Kentucky High School Athletic Association 
released a new football alignment proposal during 
the Board of Control meeting last Tuesday The 
alignment, if adopted, would be in effect for the 
2015-2018 seasons. 

Anderson County, which has played in Class 5A 
since the KHSAA went to six football classes in 
2007, would remain in District 6 along with current 
district foes Montgomery County and Woodford 
County. They would be joined by Shelby County 
and Madison Southern, both of which have been 
competing in 5A but in other districts for the last 
three years. 

Current district members Franklin County, East 
Jessamine and West Jessamine would all drop down 
one notch to Class 4A. 

“We are pleased with the new district,” Anderson 
head coach Mark Peach said. “It should be very 
competitive and everyone is within a reasonable 
driving distance.” 

Anderson won the District 6 championship in 
2013, the program’s third district title in seven 
years of playing in Class 5A. 

If recent history is any indicator, the new dis¬ 
trict would appear to be one that Anderson should 
do well in. The Bearcats won the district title in 
2013 and were runner-up to Franklin County the 
previous two years. 

The only district foe to beat Anderson since 2011 
was Franklin County and the Bearcats defeated 
Shelby County in both 2011 and 2012. 

Anderson has played Madison Southern sporadi¬ 
cally over the years owning a 4-2 series lead. The 
teams last played in 2005. 

Madison Southern has been very strong the last 
two years with stellar running back Damian Har¬ 
ris, who committed to Michigan before decommit¬ 
ting, leading the way. Harris would be in college 
before the new alignment takes effect, but Peach 
says the Eagles will be strong. 

“The coach there now is Jon Clark and he has 
done a phenomenal job getting that program very 
competitive.” 

Shelby, which went through some pains after 
the Collins split, has become very strong again, 
going 9-3 and 6-5 over the last two years and 


advancing in the state playoffs both times. Ander¬ 
son and Shelby have long had a rivalry in other 
sports and Peach says it should carry over to foot¬ 
ball. “I think a lot of folks can recall that incredible 
game we had with them in 2012 (a 35-34 Anderson 
win),” Peach said. “They will be another quality 
opponent for us in district play.” 

While Anderson has probably had the most 
recent success - two district titles, two regional 
crowns and a state runner-up finish in the last five 
years - in the district, the region is a different mat¬ 
ter. 

District 5 will be virtually new, with only Grant 
County remaining. Gone to Class 6A are Conner 
and Cooper, while South Oldham and Scott High 
would move to 4A. 

Joining Grant in the new district would be Cov¬ 
ington Catholic, Dixie Heights and Highlands. 

Yes, the same Highlands that has won 22 state 
championships, including six straight from 2007- 
2012. The school is tied with Louisville Trinity for 
the most state titles ever. The Bluebirds will have a 
new coach in 2014, Brian Weinrich, but have a long 
tradition of excellence. 

Peach, however, is philosophical about being in 
the same region with Highlands, which routed the 
Bearcats in the 1999 and 2002 Class 3A playoffs. 
Covington Catholic is also very strong year in and 
year out and has six state championship awards, 
the last coming in 2006 Class 3A, in its trophy case. 

“Those are successful programs and we respect 
what they have been able to accomplish,” Peach 
said. “We feel like we have a successful program 
ourselves and we know if we want to be the best, 
we have to beat the best.” 

The draft is not final, however. According to a 
news release from the KHSAA, it will be presented 
to the member institutions for a final vote next 
month. 

“The Board approved a draft of the football 
alignment for the 2015-18 seasons, which was 
configured after member schools were given the 
opportunity to declare their desire to ‘play up’ in 
classification,” the release said. “The draft align¬ 
ment will be presented to the membership and 
feedback will be sought through a survey, which 
will then be presented to the Board of Control dur¬ 
ing its next scheduled meeting on May 12. Schools 
are not permitted to sign game contracts for the 
2015-18 seasons until the football alignment is 
finalized, which is expected to take place during 
the May meeting.”

ensuing pain. 

Recalling the swelling, 
Briana’s mom, Sheila, 
says, “That ankle was 
huge! She couldn’t even 
get a shoe on.” 

There were no last- 
minute perfections of a 
routine where the most 
minor error can be the 
difference between 
being a medalist and 
an also-ran. There were 
plenty of prayers and bit 
of avoiding possible bad 
news. 

“I didn’t have the 
ankle x-rayed and she is 
still in physical therapy,” 
Sheila said last week. 

That made little dif¬ 
ference. 

Briana breaks into a 
huge smile and says, “I 
was determined I was 
going to compete.” 

And there was one 
detail that somehow 
Briana would have to 
overcome. 

“She is right-leg domi¬ 
nant,” Sheila Charles 
says. “So that is the leg 
she lands on.” 

By the luck of the 
draw, the vault would 
be Briana’s first event. 
That’s not the best sce¬ 
nario for someone with 
a bum ankle, but Briana 
surveyed the situation, 


started her approach, 
then performed her 
leap. 

And she came down 
on that same right foot. 

And the pain was 
so excruciating that 
Briana waived off her 
second attempt. 

“They don’t give the 
score until you finish 
your second attempt,” 
Sheila says. “We were not 
sure what would hap¬ 
pen.” 

How would a 9.6 
sound? 

It was the best-ever 
for Briana in the vault. 

And it held for a state 
championship in the 
event. 

Somehow it should 
not have been a huge 
surprise. 

“I was really deter¬ 
mined to compete,” 
Briana says, “but I was a 
little more nervous than 
I normally am.” 

But she was not nearly 
as nervous as her mom. 
“She definitely had more 
confidence and faith in 
herself to compete than 
I did,” Sheila says with a 
big smile. 

But that drive had 
been apparent early 
when Sheila, who had 
been a cheerleader at 
Bullitt Central High 
School, and her husband, 
Michael, enrolled Briana 
pre-school daughter in a 
gymnastics program. 

The sport grabbed her 
heart and by the time 


Briana was a second- 
grader, her heart was set 
on being a competitive 
gymnast.
